The pro- 
gram was announced this 
week at the monthly meet 
ing of OFA's 
directors. 

The program calls for 
working towards setting up 
a group of farm experts to

finances, right-to-farm le 
gislation, and long-term 


affordable credit. 

Ralph Barrie, president of 
the OFA, said OFA must 
deal with this complex 
problem because 
and farmers are 
packing it in. They're 
turning the key and walking 
away from farms that have 
in their families for 
generations.

STRAY VOLTAGE 

The term “‘tingle of 
“stray! vollage is one that 
farmers are becoming more 
familiar with, and one that 
is of concern to all livestock 
producers particularly 
dairymen. Tingle voltage is 
really the .effect of small 
currents of electricity pass- 
ing through the animal's 
body. It may be caused by a 
number of factors, including

Often people believe 
they only need wills if they 
own homes and have 
families. This is not the 
case. 

Even if you don't have 
many asseis, you may own 
special items you would like 
certain relatives to have,” 
says Tom LeRoy. a Toronto

The only way to make 
sure your property goes 
where you want it to go after 
you die is to make a will 
Without a will, your spouse 
and children may not 
receive the portion of your 
estate you'd hke them to 
have. Relatives you barely 
know may become benefac 
tors of your estate rather 
than clase friends or a 
common law spouse. This 
may happen because only 
blood relatives and legal 
spouses can inherit if a 
person dies intestate (with 
out a will) 

For example. if the 
deceased leaves a common 
law spouse behind and also 
has a legal spouse, he or she 
is separated from the 
property will go to the legal 
spouse no matter how long 
they have been separated 
The common law spouse 
who is left when a person 
dies intestate maybe able to 
get support from the estate 
by applying to court as a 
dependent, but this’ 4s 
obviously not as good as 
receiving specific property 
as a right. 

All sorts of problems can 
arise if the deceased doesn't 
leave a will. Family disputes 
may occur and there may be 
delays determining who the 
benefactors are and what 
they will receive as situa- 
tions become more compli- 
cated. Of course, legal fees 
increase with the time it 
takes to settle affairs. 

As part of the task of 
settling the estate when you 
don't leave a will, your 
relatives must apply to have 
the Surrogate Court, a court 
where most ¢state matters 
are handled, appoint some- 
one who is both competent 
and close to the family to 
become your personal re- 
presentative or administra- 
tor. (A will can eliminate 
this task since it should 
name the person you want 
to administer your estate). 

An administrator ap- 
pointed by the’ court may 
not be the person you would 
have chosen to help manage 
your affairs. 

The general rule in 
Ontario is that if you are 
eighteen years old or older, 


you can make a valid will. . 


(There are some exceptions; 
for example, a married 
person under eighteen can 
make a valid will.) If the will 
is a typed document, you 


. need two people to witness 


your signature. If the will is 
entirely in your own hand- 
writing, you don’t need a 
.itness (this is called ‘a

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Tax tips 


If you are recently retirec 
or widowed, have started 
your own business or have 
investment income, you 
should probably be paying 
income tax by instalments 
four times a year. Many 
people who have had tax 
deducted from their salary 
do not realize that wher 
they stop working they must 
keep up their income tax 
payments or face interest 
charges as well as tax 
owing. 

Generally, the tax depart 
ment requires instalment 
payments from people whe 
meet all the 
conditions. First, their fed 
eral income tax for last year 
was more than $400. Se- 
cond, their estimated feder 
al income tax for the current 
year is more than $400. 
Finally, tax is not being 
deducted from at least three 
quarters of their net. in- 
come. 

If all these statements 
apply, quarterly tax pay- 
ments on or before the last 
day of March, June, Sep- 
tember and December are 
required. 

This requirement can 
affect people who receive 
large amounts of bond 
interest once a year, usually 
in the fall. Even though the 
interest payment is received 
in a lump sum, the tax 
becomes due as the interest 
is earned and may be 
required quarterly depend- 
ing. on the person's tax 
Situation. 

Widows who are sudden- 
ly faced with organizing 
their own financial affairs 
for the first time may be 
surprised to learn that tax is 
owing on a quarterly’ basis

Child tax credit

With this year’s increase 
in child tax credit to $343 for 
each eligible child, low and 
moderate income families 
have more to gain than ever 
before by filing out their tax 
returns correctly and inclu- 
ding all the documents 
needed to apply for the 
credit 

The $50 increase is 
intended to offset the 
smaller than usual rise in 
the family allowance pay- 
ments which are up by six 
per cent. 

Families whose total net
